On To Berlin? 


The Allied troops have made the 
threatened farther advance into 
Germany, in response to the refus- 
al of the German Government to 
accept the reparations account 


at Paris. 

Precisely what is the immediate 
object of the forward movement is 
not indicated. The ultimate pur- 
pose, of course, is to get the 
money. How that end is ‘to be at- 
tained, or is expected to be attain- 
ed, is not clear. It may be hoped 
that humiliation and pressure of 
public opinion will compel the 
authorities at Berlin to yield and 
put their ‘‘O.K.’’ on 
order to secure the withdrawal of 
the foreign forces. Or the Allies 
may be going in to do their own 
collecting. 

It is about an even guess that it 
will come to the latter, whatever 
the present hope or intention. The 
German Government plainly does 
not intend—if it can be avoided— 
to make itself the official instru- 
ment which will impose this enor- 
mous burden upon the German 
taxpayers and the agency to do 
the collecting of the indemnity. 
Whether the Ministers are influ- 
enced by patriotism or politics it 
is sanguine to expect that the oc- 
cupation of another slice of terri- 
tory will bring them to a willing-

There is 
every reason to suppose that the 
German Government only reflects 
the unwillingness of the German 
taxpayers to liquidate the war 
damages; none to assume that the 
German people are more willing to 
pay than their Government is to 
admit their liability. Passive re- 
sistance, on the part alike of the 
authorities and the public, is what 
the Allies are most likely to en- 
counter; a situation in wich they 
will get only what they take. 

A situation of that kind cannot 
well be dealt with piecemeal, To 
exploit the commerce and indus- 
try of the presently occupied zone, 
while leaving the rest of Germany 
immune, would be neither fair nor 
effective.
